The anieiidnieiit to the Constitu- 
tion lor tile popular election of 
Vnited States Senators, is the sev- 
enteenth to he adopted. It reads: 

"The Senate of the United States 
ahall be composed of two Senators 
from each State, elected by the peo- 
ple thereof, for six years, and each 
Senator shall liaye one vote. The 
electors in each .State shall have 
the qualiUcatlons reiiuisite Kn- eh r- 
tora of the moat numerous braiit hes 
,of the State Leglalaturea. 

"When vacanclea happen In the 
repreaentatton of any State In the 
Senate, the executive authority of 
such State shall Issue writ ef elec- 
tion to till sie h vacancies, provided 
that the I.eniKlutur" of : -ly .^tat" 
may eniiiower the executive thereof 
to make temporary appoiutmunts 
until the people flll the vacancies 
by., election aa the Legia.atnra may 
direct."
